sen received- a letter from a mysterious 
correspondent who has , asked that his 
identity be guarded from publicity. The 
correspondent declared that he was for- 
merly superintendent of a mine in Nevada 
City, and that "he had employed a phy- 
sician, who was considered a bad- char- 
acter. ,-' He says the date of the murder 
corresponds with that given by Urwiler.

With a cargo composed of bon»s, bloofl- 


meal, tahkasn jftafl. nitre, 
the- British 


steamer Damafa arrived late yesterday 
on this side and laid at Long wharf 
where she is discharging a "part of her 
cargo. Tho big Tlner comes from Buenos 
Aires via San Pedro and is In charge of 
Captain McClcllan, who reports that the 
run from San Pedro to 'this port' was 
calm and pleasant. 


The run along the 
South American 


coast, however, was not so( quiet as the 
vessel was forced to work 'through sev- 
eral storms before reaching San Pedro.. 
These storms wera of a. minor character 
and she came Into port undamaged. 
The cargo of the Damara Is undoubtea- 
ly ths most ghastly freight ever .arriv- 
ing on this side. The entire aft hatches 
are filled with bones. According to one 
of the longshoremen working in the ves- 
sel's hold more than once Blgns of hu- 
man skeletons were unearthed whlls dig- 
ging them up Into the lift. 
Because of 
tho sharp points of the pitchforks used 
bv the men working In the hold to dig. 
up the bones, they we're forced to resort 
to picking the bones up by hand, the 
sharp teeth of the fork running into the 
softer pieces of bone and becoming fixed 
on the fork made it nearly Impossibles 
for the men to work with any degree of 
speed. The hand method while it is slow, 
is sure and after three hours one freight 
car was loaded. 


• BLOOD IN SACKS.; 


The forward hatches are devoted to 
the blood and nitre portion of the cargo. 
The blood Is more easily handled than 
tha bones, being packed in sacks of about 
75 pounds each. 
The blood, however, 
is inuch more disagreeable than working 
in bones, the stench from it being sick- 
ening. 
The big Britisher is discharging 


927 tons of bone, 250 tons of bloodmeal, 
100 tons of tankage and 900 tons of nitre. 
She will work all day Sunday and will 
probably leave Monday. 
The steam schooner Westerner, which 
was run down several weeks ago off the 
Columbia river by an oil tanker, is at 
Long, wharf 
discharging 
lumber. 
She 


came from the Columbia river and is 
in charge of Captain 
George Winkel. 
Captain Bernard Kelly, her former master 
resumed his. duties on the vessel this 
morning relieving Captain Winkel. 
: After discharging freight consisting of

After discharging lumber at Long wharf 
the steam schooner Grace Dollar steamed 
to East Oakland where she is discharging 
the remainder of her cargo.

tion of the complete account of the four 
voyages, believe'd to have been printed 
in Lisbon In 3508, brought $8000. It Is a 
small quarto in two volumes and Is be- 
lieved to have cost Hoe $3250. Bernard 
Quarltch, who sold the book to Hoc, bid 
S7000 today. But four other copies are 
known to exist. 
The Hoe copy is the

the terms in which he expresses his opposition to the arbitration 
treaties now pending in the Senate indicate that he is opposed to 
putting it in practice. He resembles the man who was in favor of 
prohibition but objected to its .enforcement. The Colonel says: 
"We cannot afford to arbitrate questions of vital interest-and -na- 
tional honor,-or questions of settled American .policy." 


Now the pending treaties expressly exclude from the causes-to 


be arbitrated "questions of national honor and vital interest" 
Roosevelt is fighting a shadow. He sees, in his mind's eye, the 
"Monroe Doctrine and our-title to the Philippines in peril. English- 
men might urge, with equal truth, that the arbitration treaty puts 
,-Sbttth Africa, Canada and Ireland in the balance. It is a wild, and 
baseless assumption that arbitration might compel us to ^ admit 
Anglicized Chinese from Hongkong-and go to trial on our right to 
maintain a protectorate over. Cuba. A man who draws on his im- 
agination for objections to putting a principle he professes to favor 
in practice is not sincerely devoted to that principle. The Colonel 
evidently wants an arbitration • arrangement that will enable the 
United States to win the decision in every dispute or leave her free 


' to reject the terms of the award. 


But Why should not questions of vital interest be arbitrated? 


They are arbitrated in court. If arbitration be limited to trivial and 
unimportant things-it is not likely-to stop bloodshed or promote the 
peace of mankind. 


Grover Cleveland'bluntly told England that she must arbitrate 


her territorial dispute with Venezuela or fight the United States. 
The dispute was of vital interest to Venezuela, but not to Great 
Britain. The Cleveland ultimatum raised a question of national 
honor. England arbitrated and averted bloodshed. But she did 
not lose respect among nations nor suffer derogation of national 
honor.^5he was asserting her claims in the Orinoco basin in the old- 
fashioned way, but arbitration gave her a peaceable and acknowl- 
edged title to a large share of the territory she claimed, though not 
all, and.she came out of the controversy all the stronger for having 
settled her dispute with a weaker nation in accordance with the 
principles of equity. It is a tribute to the good sense and good 
temper of the English people that "the experience they gained in 
arbitration, though, not always pleasant, strengthened their belief 
in thV principle. 


As President Taft points out, somebody must lose in an arbitra- 


tion. Both sides cannot win in that method of settlement any more 
than both sides can win in war. The President clearly and'forcibly 
•expresses this phase of the arbitration question in these words: 


,-• "Arbitration cannot result in victory for both1 parties; somebody 
lias-got to be beaten. We cannot play TKeads I win, tails you lose'; 
w-e have got to have the people accept the fact that sometimes we 
may .be beaten. [We ought not to- arrange something with a string 
to! it,- so_tiiat when we think we are going to lose we can back out 
of arbitration and open up the possibility of war. We ought to put 
ourselves in such; a situation that sometimes it will hurt us; we 
ought to subscribe to and carry out the treaty, and stand to its 
terms.

ment and. a release from the burden of*military taxation.

loves fighting for its own sake: ,WMle he was President he was 
eternally clamoring for a larger army, more and-bigger ships. Re- 
trenchment in military expenditures was never once suggested by 
•him as either desirable or wise. Sedulously he presented the idea 
that a large standing army and a--powerful navy are the only de- 
pendence for peace and national security. His real objection to 
arbitration is that it nullifies all his arguments in favor of maintain- 
ing a (huge military establishment in this republic.

Statistics of Trade With Canada. 


iWhen> Canada-rejected- the reciprocity- agreement she decided not 


to remove the existing tariff restrictions on her trade with the na- 
tion with which she does the largest volume of business. 
Last 


year the trade between Canada and the United States amounted to 
$404,331,540, as against $246,901,543 which represents the gross 
volume of trade between !the Dominion and the United Kingdom. 


. 
IWhat makes the action of the Canadian voters inexplicable is 


the fact that the reciprocity agreement would have enormously ex- 
panded the volume of Canadian agricultural exports. At present 
we sell Canada two dollars' worth of goods for every dollar's worth 
we buy from her—a little more, in fact. Last year our exports to 
the Dominion aggregated $284,934,739, while our imports from Can- 
ada totaled the comparatively modest sum of $119,331,540. Nat- 
urally one "would expect that the Canadians would have welcomed 
the opportunity to increase her sales--to a people -froirfwhom they 
buy so heavily. 


.With Great Britain the situation Is different. England buys-more 


from Canada than she sells to that dependency. Last year she sold 
Canada $109,936,432 worth of goods and bought $136,965,111 worth 
of Canadian products. The balance is in favor of Canada in her trade 
with Great Britain, but heavily against her in her trade with the 
United States. Yet the Canadians rejected an opportunity to more 
nearly equalize her trade with this country. .Well, we can stand it

China's Political Future Uncertain. 


China's perplexities are multiplying and the enshrouding of her 


future in doubt is thickening. She is worse off than Mexico which 
is far from free of internal troubles and whose future is densely be- 
clouded, for "the sister republic" is not surrounded by territorial 
ghouls who are waiting for an opportunity to join in carrying out 
a program of partition among themselves-as a final solution of the 
problem created by civil dissension. China is surrounded by preda- 
tory nations holding extra territorial rights wrung •during periods 
of helplessness from the tottering imperial authorities and by well- 
defined ''spheres of influence" mutually-established'among them- 
selves and meekly agreed to in hours of weakness by the decadent 
regime which is apparently on the eve of permanent dissolution. 


The Chinese Reform Association, which is directing the rebel- 


lion, professes-that its purpose is to established a republic. If it 
finally succeeds in forcing the Manchu dynasty to abdicate, it must 
be plain to a tyro student of the condition of the Chinese people 
that such a form of government cannot be expected to be- perma- 
nently established and maintained, for the simple reason that the 
•great mass of the three or four million inhabitants of the Chinese 
empire are not in a condition to understand or assume the responsi- 
bilities of a representative government. The great mass of the peo- 
ple have not even the crudest knowledge of self-government For 
centuries unnumbered'they have been kept in total ignorance of 
the principles of self-government,: submitting without any form of 
organized opposition to the dictates and tyranny of an absolutism. 
It is simply unreasonable to suppose for a minute that a people thus 
held under the yoke of a despotism can suddenly emerge from a be- 
nighted state and intelligently exercise the rights and privileges 
pertaining to self-government on those lines of popular representa- 
tion which it has taken centuries of education to develop among the 
most enlightened Occidental nations. The announcement that pro- 
visional president, Sun Yat Sen, positively declines to accept the 
permanent presidency of the republic which has been proclaimed 
as the result of the revolution indicates his belief in the uncertainty 
of its perpetuation.

as saying: "We havo more lawyers thau 
any other country In the world, civilized 
or uncivilized. This army of lawyers Is 
comparable - to the army of soldiers • sup- 
ported by European countries. It is cer- 
tainly a great waste of human energy." 


The statement is accurate enough as 


to facts, .but the conclusions are over- 
strained. Chsap and frequent litigation 
is by no means an unmixed. evil. Where 
lawsuits are Inexpensive, even the poor- 
est man has some chance of procuring 
Justice. 
WTien we count the 
cost of 


maintaining so many lawyers, we must 
not forget to count also what would be 
the loss to people of ordinary means if 
the number ware fewer and the fees 
higher. 


The average cost of maintenance of an 


American lawyer Is small. 
Some of 


them live almost wholly on .the glory of 
being lawyers. 
Others perform useful 


work. 
Some nre clerks, some serve in 


business houses, some In newspaper of- 
fices, some in political jobs. 
In rural 


counties many lawyers are farmers. In- 
stances have been known where they 
earned a livelihood as real estate agents, 
insurance agents and book agents. 


Counting all the factors of tha prob- 


lem fairly, it will probably ba found that 
the lawyer is an asset and not a. liabil- 
ity to the community. Those among 
them that increase the cost of living are 
few.

KNOX OUTLINES HIS VIEWS 


ON WE MONROE DOCTRINE 


'Our Daly' Is to Ratify N/caratfuan and 


Honduran Loan Conventions 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20. — "Our duty 


to ourselves and to them," TWOS tho ar- 
giirnent put forward by -Secretary Knox 
for the ratification of tha Nicaragua!! 
and Honduran loan conventions, before 
the New Torts State Bar Association here 
last nlffht. 
In hia speeches up to this Urn* Knox 
has contentod himself chiefly Tvith. point- 
Ing out the benefits that might be ex- 
pected to come Jo those countries and 
the United States by the ratification of 
the treaties. 
Last night, 'however, he 
assorted It to be an obligation on the 
part of the United States to aid these 
countries to restore their finances to 
a stable basis. 


MIDDLE COURSE. • 


The secretary based his argument irpon 
the Monroe doctrine. 
In 
its 
present 
broad interpretation, he saifl, the doctrine 
obligated the United States to lend aid 
to neighboring South - American repub- 
lics to assure a just settlement of their 
controversies with Buropean nations. It 
did not, however, he said, make - the 
United States -responsible for the wrong- 
doings of these countries. Between these 
two extremes of an obligation to see 
that right was done by' European nations 
to these republics and taking tha re- 
sponsibility for the wrongs done by these 
republics there was a middle course which 
the United States • should adopt as' its 
policy toward the weak Latin-American 
republics. This, he said, 'was a respon- 
sibility "to assist them to meet their 
Just obligations and to keep out of trou- 
ble."'It. goes almost without saying," con- 
tinued the secretary, "that from aiding 
an embarrassed neighbor in doing the 
right or In defending a right to assum- 
ing vicarious responsibility for his wrong- 
doing Is a far cry. Between these two 
•extremes, as between all extremes, there 
lies a median zone where they touch 
or even overlap. That is the case when 
then question is raised how far, in a 
given situation, this nation may go In 
helping another American people to avert 
any injurious consequences of wrong- 
doing." 
Assuming the responsibility of extend- 
ing such aid, the secretary declared, was 
from a material standpoint, simply In- 
suring ourselves aguinst "specific condi- 
tions where we might have to become in 
too great a measure accountable." 
That there is a real danger of foreign 


Interference- In,-Central American affairs 
the secretary 
plainly stated. He also 


polntedi' out how our Interest In the coun- 
tries In'that district would,. Increase •with 
tho -opening; of the Panama canal. He 
presented a remarkable number of casqs 
where the United States was forced In 
the early part of its history to Insist upon 
non-interference by European powers In 
American political affairs. Among some 
of the more recent complications of this 
nature Knox cited the effort of Great 
Britain and Prance to co-operate with 
Spain to guarantee Spanish, retention of 
'Cuba. Ha said that the United States 
had acted wisely In keeping European 
Influences away 'from Cuba until Cuba 
had gained Its-. Independence and under 
American supervision had become secure- 
*r bulwarked from ever again becoming 
an Issue under -the Monroe Doctrine. 
In 1896 the United States had to In- 
terfere to secure arbitration, of . the con- 
troversy between Venezuela . and Great 
Britain, which, while merely on Its face 
a • Question of determining an undefined 
boundary line, did, the secretary said, In 
Its essence appear "to Involve the set- 
ting up of expanded colonial domination 
by Great- Britain over a large part of 
tho historical territory of Venezuela."

QUOTES ROOSEVELT. 


Secretary Knox backed up his argu- 
ments by quoting from the message of 
President Roosevelt, In which- he had 
said that though It was not any busi- 
ness of the country to Interfere to pre- 
vent the punishment of a- Central Ameri- 
can country by a European nation for an 
outrage committed . against a citizen of 
that nation, and while this country would 
not go to war to prevent a foreign gov- 
ernment from collecting a 
Just 
debt 
against one of these countries, on the 
other hand It was the business of this 
country to prevent a European nation 
from attempting • any punishment that 
assumed the form of territorial occupation 
and to prevent them, in this connection, 
from even temporarily occupying the cus- 
toms houses of an American republic. 
Roosevelt assumed that the only way 
to escape from the responsibility of this 
alternative waa for the United States to 
put through somo arrangement by which 
as much as possible of the Latin-Ameri- 
can republics' obligations should be paid 
and that it was much better for this 
country to put through that arrangement 
than for a Buropean nation to do so.

Mrs. Huet was born In

In 


1S20 and was married In 1839. She Is 
survived only by her two nephews, 
Christopher and Henry Normandy, and a 
niece, Mrs. Appoillnaire Fortune.

of her own age, 14-year-old Millie 
Allen was Up before Judge Everett 
Brown yesterday In the Juvenile court 
while the Court Inquired Into the al- 
leged abuse of the father, James Al- 
len, 
; 
It was a sad tale of cruel treat- 


ment which the 'witnesses told about 
the pretty, demure little girl of Latin 
blood who sat quietly through >all the 
testimony, at times gently crying. 
The story went that the father, a 
man of forty.1 years or thereabouts, 
with a Jaw. that closed like a steel 
trap, had made this young girl work 
like a slave in caring for him, his 
house and two other motherless chil- 
dren. The mother died about a year 
ago, and since that time Millie has 
done all the housework, baked and 
scrubbed and washed and ironed; in 
short, has done all the work of a 
grown woman for a. family of her- 
self and the three others. 


CURSES AND BI/OWS. 


Her recompense for this has been 
curses and blows. 
The neighbors 


called to testify In the court declared 
that the father came home drunk on 
an average of once a week, besides 
having liquor in the 
house/ 
from 


which he Imbibed freely in the mean- 
time. At such times the curses hurled 
at the head of the child were de- 
scribed as unutterable. 
~ 


As for pleasure that the girl had, 


according to the father, after she had 
finished all her work, a book to read. 
If, however, the poor, tired little body 
and weary brain were too dull to get 
anything out of the reading, then the 
father whipped the child for not do- 
ing as she had been told to do, the 
whipping being sometimes with the 
broomstick and .sometimes with 
a 
leather strap. Or, Millie might play 
around the yard with other girls, but 
not with boys, and when once she 
did, the particular whipping about 
the slim little legs was the result. 
Justified, too, obstinately, by- the fath- 
er, who declared he thought he ' did 
what he should when Millie refused to 
obey him. 
It was a sordid story of abuse and 


harsh treatment of a child forced to 
be a slave, an old woman before her 
time. Yet fortunately In such' a case 
in this day and age, there is a reme- 
dy, the Juvenile court, which .fulfills 
its second function of protection of the 
child as well/as .punishment'of him. 
So Millie was taken from her hard- 
hearted father and committed to the 
irfitted to the custody of the probation 
officers, whose task It will be to try 
to make life something more than a 
round of drudgery and 
punishment 


for her.

Then there was the case of Anton 


Gonzales, also fourteen, who might 


have been handled with a bit more 
rigor-by his father to make a better 
boy of him. The boy has been a de- 
linquent for nearly five years, during 
which time he has been twice con- 
fined in the home for boys- at Wat- 
sonville and now is sent out of nis 
parents' charge once more, this time 
to the Boys' and Girls' Aid society 
in San Franciscoi That was because 
Anton has a habit of taking things 
now and then which are not his, he 
has' been arrested on the streets of 
Bast Oakland, while he lives in West 
Oakland, as late as midnight, and 
most of all because he is an inveterate 
smoker of cigarettes picked up on the 
streets wherever he can find them.

During the year 3 MO the Williamson 


sisters were touring the world and saw 
Mrs. Hazzard's advertisement - for cures 
on a starvation basis. Suffering from an 
attack of rheumatism Claire wrote Mrs. 
Hazzard, ana received literature recom- 
mending, her modes of treatment. 


In February, ,-lSll, the two 'sisters 'en- 


tered Mrs. Hazzard's sanatorium, for the 
fasting process, Dorothea weighed at .the 
time 109 pounds and .Claire 126. The 
girls had planned to separate and go on 
journeys to London and Australia and 
they were to take a three weeks' cure 
before departing on their journey, at a 
fixed rate of $60 each per month for the 
treatment, which consisted of hammer- 
ings on the body'and beatings about the 
head administered by the lusty fists of 
Mrs. Hazzard.

A sensational bit of evidence was in- 


troduced when an uncle of the girls, John 
Herbert of Portland, took the stand. He 
stated' that he had doubts that the girl 
he saw in the coffin was his niece, but 
did not say anything at the time, his 
grief being too great.

Up 
to the present he has received no answer. 


Similar complaints come from all parts 


of the country. In Constantinople peo- 
ple live In constant fear of the despotic 
sway of the committee.

Thief, 'forger, blackmailer, and dealer 


in the white-slave traffic, this.man has 
for man years flourished on the money 
and authority supplied to hitn by\the St. 
•Petersburg (Jkhrana. As a ybutb,, the son 
of a rich merchant, he stole money and 
valuables from 
.his 
schoolfellows, and 


forged his father's name on, various finan- 
cial documfints:"--He fled abroad and found 
congenial employment in the foreign sec- 
tion of the Russian secret police, being 
first entrusted to "observe'the activity" of 
Russian revolutionaries in Geneva. 


In 1903, however, he was; laid-'by the 


heels in Switzerland on. account of his'at- 
tempt to bribe postmen to hand over to 
him letters addressed to Russian Immi- 
grants. He offered the postman' $100 a 
month, b.ut they were proof against_tftmp- 
tation, and when they recounted the facts 
to their superiors the Russian was' arrest- 
ed and expelled from the country. But his 
services were considered too valuable to 
be lost to the Okhrana, and he obtained 
successive posts in Berlin and IVenna. 


The German and 'Austrian authorities, 


discovered- that among other occupations 
lie was engaged in the white-slave traffic, 
by means of spurious advertisements for 
chorus girls.- He was arrested by the Vi- 
enna police for blackmail and sentenced to 
several months' imprisonment. After do- 
ing his term he went to Paris. 


In 1908 the man came to St. Petersburg. 


proposed that he should "supervise" the 
revolutionaries, and to this end obtained 
sums of money from the Union of the Rus- 
sian People. The next few years he spent, in 
similar undertakings abroad, and on re- 
turning to St. Petersburg In 1909 gave a 
lurid description to his Okhrana chiefs of 
a vast "terroristic plot" which was beins 
hatched abroad by Russian emigrants. 
He gave the names of St. Petersburg resi- 
dents who, he affirmed, were in corre- 
spondence with the alleged conspirators. 
Tho police made numerous house searches 
but to no effect. Nevertheless, he was re- 
tained for some months long-cr in the for- 
eign department of the Okhrana. 


At the beginning- of this year he visited 


Brussels and extracted ?100D from 
the 


Riifsion minister "for the object of the 
political police." 


He also made the acquaintance of a rich 


Englishwoman, to whom he described hlni- 
seif as the chief of tlio Russian secret po- 
lice. 
He got from her a large sum of 


money and many valuables and then dis- 
appeared. 
The. Englishwoman lodged a 


complaint at the Russian Legation, and it 
was' referred to the Belgian police.

He 
hands you slips of every size and color, 
advertising- foriune-teliers. corn-healers', 
blosrapbs, side-shows, painless dentistry, 
money lenders, pawn-ticket-buyers, tip- 
sters for the races, snd the latest butch- 
er's or baker's shop.opened In the neigh- 
borhood. 
You have to talc* Ills slip of 


paper, his card, or his handbill.

do not take it. he throws it at you. It is 
his business to be obtrusive. .He gets fif- 
teen cents an hour for doing it. and tt;a 
more persistent he is the surer he'Is of- 
his bread and butter.

They form n 
regular staff with some printers win 
have been employing them for years, and

sojourn of the Tsarita in the Crimea has 
had a most beneficial effect upon her 
health. She was in better spirits on her 
return to Tsarskoye-Selo from Llvadla 
than sho has been in years. The nervous 
spells from which she suffers are not 
so frequent now nor so severe as they 
have been. 


This change for the better In the health 


of the Tsarita has Elso had a" marked 
effect on the condition of the Tsar. His 
physicians are of opinion that as soon 
as the cold weather begins to break up 
In St. Petersburg, somo time in March 
next, she should return to the Crimea, 
which Is at Its best in spring. 


And it Is highly probable that this ad- 


vice will be followed, and that this court 
will leave Tsarskoye-Selo for tho Crimean 
palace in March. 


There-.seems to be no disposition on 


the part of Russia to re-open negotia- 
tions with the United States.

navy. She has taken a good deal of quiet 
satisfaction in the troubles of France and 
England have been having with their war- 
ships, but now reports are current that 
she has little to brag about In comparison 
with .other sea powers, and her fleet is 
much stronger on paper than It Is in 
fact. 


"Prestige" is & valued factor in : the 


Fatherland, and, with the navy as with; 
the army, -no effort is spared to create 
the impression that a. very high stato 
of efficiency exists, at the same time it is 
carefully represented that tlhe British 
navj' Is a Colossus with feet of clay. 
For a long time the German navy'has 


lived on a legend of remarkable gunnery 
efficiency. 
The facts, however, are that 


the best shooting ship In the High • Sea 
Fleet (and this Is not a dreadnaught) 
only made 35 .per cent of hits at 7000 yards, 
while the average for the whole fleet was 
about 15 per cent 
This is decidedly 
inferior to the shooting of the English 
and American fleets. 


ENGINEER OFFICERS LEAVE. 


More serious still is .the state of tfie 


personnel. 
Owing to an order forbidding 


engineers to attempt to recognize or as- 
sociate with deck officers on shore, many 
of the best engineer .officers have left 
the naval service in disgust, while of the 
remainder few put -much heart Into their 
work—"comradship" being almost non- 
existent.

Nevertheless; there Is no little amuse- 
ment »o he found In the definitions of 
rariouB of our learned lexicographers, 
game Instances arising froni Inadequate 
knowledge of the subject dealt with, and 
others betas due to the exuberant wit of 
the dlntlonarx-maker. Thus Dr. Johnson 
when several yeans In arrear • with his 
. production, could hot refrain from seeing 
the humorous side of his wok, and ac- 
cordingly defined "Lexicographer' as 
a 


writer of dictionaries, a harmless drudge, 
that busies himself In tracing-the original 
and detailing the signlflcaton of words. 


JOHNSON'S 
BLUNDERS. 


Johnson was the first to produce a dic- 


tionary In which Illustrative quotations 
from standard authors were given. The 
immense work now being published by the 
Oxford University Press Is the consum- 
mation of this Idea, for not. only every 
word, but every sense. Is Illustrated by 
copious extracts 
In chronolo.-jical order. 


As this feature multiplies tho possibili- 
ties of error, great cars Is necessary to 
avoid misplacing the quotations. .Richard- 
son fell into such mistakes. Thus, after 
defining the'word "Snail" as "any creep- 
ing, slow, or sluggish thing," he illus- 
trated 
the 
word 'with a quotations 


(among others'),. from 
Beaumont '• and 


Fletcher's "Wit at Several Weapons," In 
which Pompey says: "Snails, I'm almost 
Etarv'd- with love, and cold." 
But tha 


-word is really '"snails," a euphemistic, 
shortening of 
"God's nails"! 
Citing 


Mortimer.as "his authority, Johnson him- 
self committed an egregious blunder.In, 
defining the second' sense of "Refrigera- 
tory" as "anything internally cooling: a 
delicate wine and a durable refrigera- 
tory." But Mortimer's actual. words run 
thus: "It will be a delicate, palatable, rich 
wine, and in a refrigeratory very dura- 
ble." 
Prom this and other misquotations In 


hls dictionary it apears that Johnson 
frequently quoted -extracts from memory. 
To illustrate the verb "Sit" he inserted 
a passage from the Book of Judges, which 
reads: "Ye that ride- on white asses, ye 
that sit in judgment." Johnson, however, 
printed the verse thus: "Asses are ya 
that sit In judgment." But may not this 
have been a sly hit at the judicial au- 
thorities of the time* 


"IGNORANCE, MADAM," 


But errors in leodeography form a fea- 


ture not altogether new. In an Early 
English vocabulary -written about the year 
1050, the compiler made the entry: "Biga- 


f mus, !.'«., ulr unius mulleris." 
This 


T humorous mistake must have been com- 
' mltted by the inmate of some monastto 


scriptorium. Certainly none but a person 
long a recluse could Imagine that a biga- 
mist was a man who had only one wife! 


In his "New World of Words" (1871), 


Phillips commits errors -which are obvious 
even to a sdhoolboy. He defines "Gallon," 
for example, as "a Measure containing, 
two quarts." 
The word. "Quaver,"; he 


states, is "a measure of time In Muslck, 
feeing the half of a Crochet, as a Crochet 
I3sl the half of a Quaver.'* . Thus he 


frAakes oat that the 'quaver Is a quarter 


of "Itself, 


Despite "his erudition. Dr. Johnson was 


culpable of similar errors. He defined 
"Leeward" and "Windward,"' terms of 
precisely opposite signification, 
In the 


Bame words: 
"Towards , the .wind.". 


"Pastern" -he gives as "the knee of a 
horse" (Instead of "the part of a horse's 
foot between the fetlock and the hoof"'). 
In the expectation of hearing him mates 
an ingenious defense, a lady once asked, 
him how he came to define tha word eo; 
but.the blunt lexicographer uahesttattngry 
answered. "Ignorance, madam, purs is^

THE NITRATE WORKINGS OF CHILE 


• CHICAGO. — Wo Americans point with' 
becoming pri8« to our great western prai- 
ries of rolling what lands and. luxurious 
tracts of alfalfa and, orchard, country, 
but I think that but few of us know how 
much we are Indebted 'to the 
nitrate 


workings of northern ChDe. Rural Eng- 
land, famed for Its agriculture, also is 
Indebted becaasa it was one of her sub- 
jects who first discovered the wonders 
of nitrate, or saltpeter, .as a fertilizer. 


It is to George Smith, a Scotchman, 


that the republic of CMle is Indebted for 
the discovery: that has-brought It enor- 
mous' wealth. In its extensive nitrate In- 
dustry, Smith at the time of his dis- 
covery was living in the village-of Pica, 
near where the city of Iquique 
now 


otaods, diligently occupied in cultivat- 
ing a Email garden of fruit and flow- 
ers. -

One day he observed that the trees 


and plants that were backed up with a 
soil containing- a.strahge white substance 
flourished more than others. . Being of 
an Inquiring disposition. Smith's obser- 
vation led him -to make ;numerous experi- 
ments with such success that his.brother- 
in-law, who was 
in the canned, fnilt 


.business, took a 'few bags of the white 
substance to England. There be gave 'it 
to the fanners from whom,-he bought his 
fruit that they might test its powers in 
their orchards. This was the first ni- 
trate sent abroad, 'and Its fame as a 
fertilizer gave impetus to an industry 
that has grown bj' leaps and bounds. 
At present the nitntte industry of'Chile, 
whioH. gives em,ploym6«rt to about 60,000 
men and pays the government $37,500,000 
anniially in export taxes, is practically 
the- basis of ;all business transacted in 
the northern - part of the 'republic. Tramp 
steamers, colliers,: BTK! / sailboats alike 
discharge their varied cargoes from the 
different parts of the world In Chilean 
harbors and then wenfl their way back 
to European and American ports loaded 
to'the gun-wales with nitraw.

It had 
And what is 1 
commonly knot _ ...

been known to chemists before Smith's 
discovery, and had been used hi large 
amounts for the manufacture of black 
blasting and gunpowder, but now. in ad-' 
ditlon it is the most extensive fertilizer 
used. The product as shipped is about 
96 per cent pure, but it passes through 
several' processes before ready for ship- 
ment 
, The crude material, known In Chile as 
"caliche," Is found on tho pampas or 
arid plains as a subsoil varying from 
a few inches to several feat in thickness. 
It is a crystaltinev mass containing so- 
dium nitrate, sodium chloride, and va- 
rious potassium salts, but the caliche that 
is commercially workable usually carries 
from 15 to 23 per cent of sodium nitrate. 
Chilean laborers mine 
the caliche by 
contract, the usual proceedings being to 
drill a hole about six inches in diame- 
ter to the bottom of the caliche and 
then loosen or shake up a certain area 
with a charge of black blasting powder 
that Is manufactured on the ground. The 
contractors soon become iproflcient in 
selecting only that grade of caliche - de- 
manded, the discard .being left behind 
in heaps with which tho pampas are 
dotted today. 
The selected caliche 
is loaded into 
small steel dump cars and drawn by nar- 
row gauge' engines to the works, where 
It is dumped upon the crusher floor. Here 
it is fed to huge oscillating jaw crushers, 
which . break the material to about the 
size of a man's fist. From the crushers 
the product is raised either In cars or 
by means of endless conveyor bolts to 
the tank floor, wtere it Is dumped Into 
large steel tanks having a capacity of 
70 tons each. 
These tanks are lined with steam pipes, 
and when a tank has been filled with the 
crushed caliche water is turned In upon 
the mass and steam Is sent through the 
pipes until tho solution bolls violently. 
After about four hours of boiling the 
solution, which is now partially saturated 
with dissolved sodium 
nitrate, it Is 
dravrn off and the process repeated with 
water less rich, with nitrate until the 
maximum amount of saltpeter has been 
extracted. 


Tho now saturated solution is turned 
Into shallow tanks where the action of 
tho extreme dry air and wind soon tcncl 
to evaporate the wntor, the ptiro islimte 
of sodium precipitating in the form of 
beautiful triilto crystals — thn saltpetn.- 
of commerce. 
The crystalizinR process 
usually requires from sovon to ten flays. 


the product then being sacked and ship- 
ped to the coast' for -export.- The' refuse 
In the boiling out tanks, is. shoveled out 
and sent to'vie waste• heaps,' the-tanks 
then being ready for another. cycle.. 
.TRUST CONTROLS THE MARKET. 
Since 
caliche 
contains 
appreciable 
amounts of potassium iodide some1 of the 
works or "oflcinas," as they are locally 
known,; make iodine' aa a, by-product, so 
that'today Chile also controls the-mar- 
ket of this valuable chemical. ...The Chil- 
ean' nitrate. Industry, however;, practlcj 
ally is In.the hands, of-.-SJigllsh, German, 
and local 'capitalists, who" have formed, a 
trust' to 'limit the Output and -flx: the 
price. Recently, however, a large United 
States powder manufacturing 
.concern 
which had- been -in the habit • of -buying 
its. nitrate In the,open market for many 
years has-acquired-nitrate grounds and 
will probably commence manufacturing 
on a large scale in the near future. 


There are various sized oficlnas, and 
the. income they produce is 
enormous. 
The average, however, will rturn oqt about 
120,000 Spanish quintals: (one 
quintal 
equals 100 pounds) of. nitrate per month. 
The cost of -producing naturally varies 
with conditions,- but it Js usually con- 
ceded that a well managed plant is able 
to place its products aboard ship in either 
Iqulque 'or Antofagasta- harbors for about 
?1.20 • per ' 100 pounds—this cost, includes, 
the export tax of-70 cents per quintal 
levied oy the Chilean government, which 
really is over 100 per cent export'duty. 
Since the present price paid by buyers is 
'$L6S per Quintal, which for an oficina 
producing 12,000,000 pounds per month 
means a net profit of about 5690,000 per 
year, or over 50 per cent. profit—not so 
tad for an investment of $1,250,000, which 
is about the cost of a complete plant 


However, this big paying Industry is 
not without its "bugbears. 
In the last 
few years several- "scares" have 
been 
started in Chile about the possibility of 
producing cheap . artificial' nitrates from 
the air by eletrolysis -in Norway, where 
enormous .water power plants are used 
for the purpose. 
However, up to date 
the process'has not seriously affected the 
price of the Chilean product, and . tho 
United States government officials re- 
port that known deposits will last for an- 
other century at least. 
- 
• 
Therefore,' it Is most probable that the 
great agricultural prominence of the TJnl- 
t;ed States will continue to be due largely 
to the rich fertilizer supplied by 
our 
neighbor republic to the south. 


Different forms of sport attract differ- 


ent tastes, but .the one that has claimed 
the devotion o£ "W. R. Brooks of Geneva, j 
Xew York, U. S. A., has been the hunt | 
after comets. It -is a sport demanding : 
very special qualities of mind and body; 
a keen eyesight and limitless patience 
first of all; after these an accurate and 
inexhaustible memory is a most' Import- 
ant factor. Its charm lies partly "in the 
possession of these high faculties and In 
their exercise to the full; partly in the 
character of the field in which the quar- 
ry is being sought—the starry heavens— 
and not least in the element of chance 
governing the success of the search. For 
nearly thirty years Mr. Brooks has given 
tho hours that other, men' give to sleep 
to the most thorough scrutiny of the 
night sky, and on the'average! one year 
with another, one discovery has reward- 
ed his industry every . year. 
In a few 


cases some other observer has divided: 
the honor with him, or even forestalled 
him by two or three hours; but on July 
20 last he recorded the twenty-third dis- 
covery that stands In his name alone. 


Comet 1911c, as this object Is officially 


called, at its discovery 'on July 20 was 
of about tho tenth magnitude, and was 
then a little to the west of .the well- 
known Square, of Pegasus, and made an 
equilateral'-triangle with the two bright 
stars, Alpha and Beta Pegasi. 
From 


this position it, has moved in a north- 
westerly direction - across tho constella- 
tion of the-. Swan, passing just ,to the 
north of its chief star. Alpha' Cygni, on 
August 24,' and'Its- course will lead it 
over the head. of . the Dragon, in which 
constellation it will pass close to XI Dra- 
conis on September'10. The .comet is 
slowly brightening, as it is approaching 
both the earth and the sun, but It is as 
yet barely 
visible to the naked eye, 


though it can be easily seen with a pair 
of opera glasses. It will be in perihelion 
on October 27, when its distance from 
the sun will be about forty-five millions 
of miles. .

They come almost all together, flooki 


of hundreds of thousands darkening th« 
skies for several 
successive days, tha 
blind homing Instinct superior to mem- 
ories of past slaughter. The newly-ar- 
rived birds, which return to the Island* 
generally about September 25, never mor« - 
than a day or so later, spend the flr«t 
few days after their arrival In fixing up 
and cleaning out the old nests wher» 
they, nested last year, preparing snug . 
homes for innocents to be hatched foe 
slaughter. 
The birds in their neat-bunding opera- 
tions work with the regularity and pre- 
cision of human beings and with a great 
deal more industry than many human 
beings employ. The first thing they do 
is to clean out the old nests, which aro 
holes in the ground arranged in sym- 
metrical fashion and covering- miles or 
ground. Holes' that have been filled up. j 
are excavated .again; those too wet ara 
extended into ^drieri ground by side chan- 
nels. . Thus a single opening to a neefc 
may have three or four side' passages.; 
The depth,of the nestiitjj holes is regu-, 
latod by the depth of the- soil overlyTnfif 
the rook; but they are never very deep,; 
since their. direction Is horizontal and-' 
tortuous after the birds have burrowed 
a. few Inches below the surface of th* • 
soil.

of Weimar, and that German city was 
officially 'his home for the rest of his. 
life. 


It was not until 18G5 that he became 


1'Abbe. Long before then he 'had forced 
Richard Wagner, afterward the husband 
of his daughter. Cosima (the famous 
Frau Wagner of the present day), well 
toward the front by bringing out "Lo- 
hengrin" triumphantly on the. Weimar 
stage and lending to the then unrecog- 
nized genius the enormous force of his 
own personality, no'less strong because 
the Listz battle was already under way, 
with the loud-voiced men-against him, as 
a composer .ranged against his equally 
loud-voiced admirers.

The Making 


of 


Vacuum Bottles 


Vacuum bottles are made on the prin- 


ciple of • one hoider inside another, with 
a small air space between, which served 
as insulation: The two .are then fused 
together, with such support for the In- 
ner tube as can be devised, silver plated 
to' 
prevent 
the transmission, of light 


waves, and placed in a suitable con- 
tainer. • 


The basis of the. process then Is. the; 
double glass container. These come to 
the factory in Tubings of approximately 
correct size, says ihe Edison Monthly,, 
and are then cut roughly to length. In 
this process great waste seems unavoid-. 
able, 
for 
whenever flaws are found 
there 
is 
nothing to dp but -to. throw 
away the defective tubing. This in fact 
Is one of the chief elements of expense, 
as the defect may not appear until some 
of thc; finishing processes are reached. 
. After the cutting down of the tubes 
the 
work 
of the glassblowers begins. 
Expert 
craftsmen, 
commanding 
from 


?40 to S50 a week 'heat the tube, and 
when it is molten shape it to the right 
length. 
At the - same . time they round 
and close the bottoni 
The softened 
glass is kept in shape .by a stream of 
air within, coming from motor driven 
pumps. 


In some of the bottles the Inner tube 
is separated at the bottom from the out- 
er one by a padding of asbestos. 
In 
another make there are three dents in 
the curved surface which form supports 
separating the two tubes. These are cov- 
ered with mica to maintain the insula- 
tion. 


When the. tops have'been fused to- 
gether and properly shaped by . skilled 
glass workers the bottom is ready 
to 


be washed and silver plated. 
First an 
acid and then a silver solution is forced 
between the two glass shells, through 
the hole in the bottom. 
This can lie 


done only by first drawing out the air, 
after which the pressure ihen forces the 
liquid in. 


The bottle with this rather dirty look- 


ing- solution is placed in a tank of scald- 
ing 
water. 
A 
few 
seconds 
later it 
emerges, transformed into' a silver coat- 
ed object beautiful to behold. Tho. plat- 
ing is then sit by baking in an elec- 
trically, heated oven. 
. Making the vacuum is the next and 
the most delicate operation of all. By 
ordinary pumping one can produce a 
vacuum of about r-evcn pounds to the 
square inch, which serves to keep liquids 
hot or eold for a certain 
number of 
hours. When this has been done, in at 
.least 
one factory, a far more perfect 


vacuum is then secured by a mercury 
fall system, so called. 


There is an intricate arrangement of 
tubes of mercury, which in falling pro- 
duce ihe necessary pressure to remove 
the last vestige of oir. a vacuum of some 
fourteen pounds, to ihe square Inch. This 
is guaranteed to keep things 
hot
